In order to protect the welfare of the inhabitants of the 
Town, the following Earth Removal By-Law is adopted pursuant to the 
provisions of M.G.L.A. Ch. 40, sec. 21, paragraph 17. 


SECTION I= 


The following provision shall be applicable in the Single 
Residence, Suburban, Rural, Housing Authority and General Residence 
Zoning Districts. 


The stripping or removal from any land of soil, loam, gravel, 
sand or any other earth material is permitted within these Zoning 
Districts, provided that such stripping or removal is actuallly 
necessary for the construction of a building, structure, well, 
tank, pool, driveway, parking area, path, other building 
appurtenance, sidewalk or road, in which case the amount of earth 
materials to be stripped and removed shall be limited to the volume 
of the foundation and basement of the building, structure, well, 
tank, pool or other building appurtenance or to the volume of the 
bed of the driveway, parking area, path, sidewalk or road and such 
other amount as shall be required for grading and sloping in 
connection with any of the foregoing; or is actually necessary as 
part of a bona fide farm, garden, nursery, lawn making, planting, 
recreational or cemetery activity or takes place on land in public 
use; and provided further that except (1) when taking place on land 
in public use, or (2) where the earth material to be stripped or 
removed from any parcel of land in any calendar year shall not 
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exceed in the aggregate, twenty-five (25) cubic yards, a special 
use permit authorizing each such stripping or removal shall have 
been obtained in advance from the Selectmen, who may impose such 
conditions as shall safeguard the Town and the neighborhood. Each 
such special use permit shall require the preservation of the 
natural contour of the land wherever feasible, and no such special 
use permit shall authorize the removal of loam beyond the 
geographical limits of the Town. It is intended by this clause 
that the stripping or removal of any earth material from any parcel 
of land, for which a preliminary or definitive subdivision plan has 
been prepared, shall be allowed only in the same manner as the 
stripping or removal from any other land in the Town. Consequently, 
tentative or final approval of a subdivision plan by the Planning 
Board shall not be construed as authorizing the stripping or 
removal of any material, even though in connection with the 
construction of streets shown on the plan. For the purpose of this 
clause, the term "parcel of land" shall be construed to mean all 
adjoining lots of tracts in common ownership. 


SECTION III 
INDUSTRIAL ZONING DISTRICT 


The following provision shall be applicable in the Industrial 
Zoning District. 


The moving of sod, loam, gravel and other earth materials from 
place to place within the Light Industrial Zoning Districts, and 
the removal of soil materials other than sod and loam from the 
Light Industrial Districts are permitted within Industrial 
Districts provided such moving or removal is authorized by a 
Special Use Permit from the Board of Selectmen. Such permit shall 
be made subject to appropriate conditions, limitations and 
safeguards designed to protect area property owners from noise, 
dust or prolonged scars on the landscape, to safeguard lives and 
property, and to prevent unnecessary destruction of natural 
vegetation and original contours, and to protect the Town against 
costs or expenses occasioned upon the Town by such removal. 
Excavation and grading authorized by this section shall not exceed 
in depth and slope the contours as approved by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


SECTION IV - HEARING AND PROCEDURE 
All| applications for such special use permits shall be 
accompanied by exhibits and documentation deemed necessary by the 
Board for the proper issuance of a permit, which may include the 


following: 


1. Name and address of the legal owner of the land in 
question. 
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Name and address of petitioner, if different. 


Names and addresses of all owners of property within 100 
feet of the land. 


Plans of the land prepared by a registered engineer or 
land surveyor and indicating: tract boudaries, adjacent 
streets and roads, the limits of the proposed excavation, 
the location of all structures within 200 feet of said 
limits, original topography by five-foot contours, 
proposed final contours at five-foot intervals, and the 
location and proposed use of all structures and buildings 
to be used in connection with the removal operation. 


All such plans shall indicate a division of the land into 
acres. 


A plan of the site indicating the depth of loam before 
excavation of intervals of one hundred feet by means of a 
surveyed grid. 


Statement of plans for the disposal of rock, tree stumps, 
and other waste materials, and for the drainage of the 
site and excavation during and after the removal 
operation. 


A plan and specification, prepared by a registered 
engineer or land surveyor, for the final grading and 
restoration of the site. Upon receipt of an application 
for a permit for earth removal the Board shall: 


a) Appoint a time and place for a public hearing, notice 
of which shall be given to the applicant, and shall 
be published at least 14 days before such hearing in 
a newspaper having a circulation in the Town. 


b) Inspect the site covered by the application. 


c) The Conservation Commission shall be given a copy 
of the plans and application for review and comment 
at least 14 days before a public hearing. 


A fee as determined by the Board shall be charged for 
making an application and shall reflect the cost of the 
Town to review such application. 


A reasonable fee shall be charged for each permit issued, 
in accordance with a schedule published by the Board, 
based on the volume of gravel removal authorized by 

the permit. In addition, the Board has the authority to 
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retain a qualified professional engineer or other 
qualified experts for the purpose of insuring that the 
provisions of this by-law and the permit are complied 
with. Such engineers or experts may be retained at 
any time either before or during the term of the permit. 
As a condition of the issuance of an earth removal permit, 
the petitioner shall agree to reimburse the Town of Sharon 
for all such engineering and other fees and expenses 

or damages caused to the Town including, without 
limitation damages caused to public ways associated with 
the permit. 


SECTION V - PENALTY 


Any person, firm, or corporation willfully violating, 
disobeying, or refusing to comply with any of the provisions of 
this by-law shall be prosecuted under the terms of General Laws, 
Ter. Ed., Chapter 40, Section 21, Paragraph 17, and shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than $50.00 for the first offense, 
not more than $100.00 for the second offense, and not more then 
$200.00 for any subsequent offense. Each day of non-compliance 
shall constitute a separate offense. The Board may revoke or 
suspend the permit of any person, firm or corporation holding a 
permit under this by-law if such person, etc. violates, disobeys, 
or fails to comply with any of the provision of this by-law.

In November 1991, Selectmen Allen M. Garf announced his intention 
to resign from the Board of Selectmen during January 1992 due to 
a change of employment outside of New England. A Special 
Election was held on January 29, 1992 to fill the vacant seat for 
the balance of Selectmen Garf’s term, through May, 1994 which 
resulted in the election of Roni Thaler to the Board. The annual

local election, in May, saw the return of Norman Katz, after an 
absence of two years, to his seventh term on the Board of 
Selectmen. As is precedent, the Board reorganized at the 
Selectmen’s meeting following the annual election, designating 
Henry D. Katz, Chairman, and Roni Thaler, Clerk of the Board. 


In accordance with state law, Police Chief Bernard F. Coffey, on 
reaching 65 years old retired in September, after 39 years of 
dedicated service in the Police Department, the last 7 of which 
he served as Chief of the department. In November, Joseph S. 
Bernstein from the Police Department of the Town of Exeter, New 
Hampshire, was sworn in as Sharon’s sixth Chief of Police after 
an extensive selection process which attracted over 225 
applicants. 


In December, to his family’s and the town’s profound loss, 
Sergeant Robert F. Ford unexpectedly passed away. Bob’s many 
friends and co-workers will fondly remember his able and 
compassionate service in the Police Department and genteel 
presence in the community. 


1992 was a difficult year financially due to the continued 
stagnation of the nation’s and state’s economies, which coupled 
with rapidly escalating employee health insurance costs, acutely 
stressed the financial condition of virtually every municipality 
in the Commonwealth. In July, in partnership with the town’s 
unions and employee representatives, Sharon became the first 
community in the state to join the Massachusetts Interlocal 
Insurance Association consolidated risk employee health insurance 
program. The first 6 months experience with this new health 
insurance program are encouraging with respect to anticipated 
savings and reaction to the plan from both active and retired 
employees. 


Other significant events and activities that occurred in 1992 
include: 


O institution of a revised lake level management program 
coordinated by the Lake Management Study Committee, 
which contributed to significantly improved lake water 
quality experienced at the town’s beaches; 


fe) removal of 83% of residential liquid underground 
storage tanks located in the Water Resource Protection 
District (the tank incentive subsidy removal program is 
effective through May 13, 1993); 


fe) collection of household hazardous waste with the 
assistance of the Civil Defense Department, which 
filled eighty-two 55-gallon drums brought via 387 
automobiles, walkers, bicyclists to DPW headquarters 


=) 


for transport and out of town disposal in accordance 
with pertinent regulations; 


completion of the much anticipated Mountain Street 
traffic and sidewalk improvements below cost estimates 
and in accordance with Scenic Road conditions set forth 
by the Planning Board; 


construction of six sidewalk curb cuts in the center of 
town and award of a contract to install a wheelchair 
lift at the Town Offices in conjunction with the Town’s 
program to improve accessibility for the disabled; 


participation in regionalization joint economies of 
scale procurement and coordinated personnel services 
efforts supported through a Municipal Incentive Grant 
to the Southeastern Regional Services Group; 


award of a $13.5 thousand grant from the State 
Executive Office of Communities and Development for 
Sharon to evaluate the feasibility of consolidating 
grounds and facilities maintenance operations provided 
by the Public Works, Recreation and School Departments 
to maximize the potential for improved services and 
cost efficiencies; 


continued street lighting cost management including 
conversion from mercury to sodium vapor lamps and 
lighting reduction, consistent with public safety 
concerns, which have realized cumulative savings of at 
least $40,000 since the program’s inception in 1990; 


engagement of a traffic engineer to recommend 
conceptual design improvements to 7 problem 
intersections/locations in town; 


submission of further traffic engineering data, as the 
lead community in conjunction with the Towns of 
Stoughton and Canton, to the State Highway Department 
relative to the need for traffic and pedestrian safety 
improvements at Cobb Corner; 


lease of municipal land located on High Street to the 
Sharon Historical Society for its future headquarters, 
meeting facilities and artifact displays; 


installation of a centrix telecommunications system, at 
significant cost savings, with operational 
enhancements, including linkage of municipal and school 
buildings; 
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fe) award of design engineering contract for completion of 
the final phase of the landfill capping project 
scheduled for 1993-94; 


fe) authorization to the Sharon Community Theater to 
improve and otherwise modify a portion of the lower 
level of the Community Center for a community 
playhouse; 


re) award of extra vacation leave to Bernard "Buzz" 
Yankowski, Public Works Operation Supervisor, in 
recognition of his innovative cost saving measures at 
both the town and statewide level including initiating 
state legislation affording municipalities surplus 
state equipment bidding access prior to the general 
public; and, 


fe) issuance of a proclamation in support of the 4th Family 
Week and participation by the Board of Selectmen and 
Executive Secretary in the parade and other celebration 
activities. 


As the year closed, the Selectmen were: reviewing a proposal for 
an assisted elderly living use of the Wilber School with the 
Reutilization Committee; supporting the Public Works Department 
and Recycling Committee regarding the onset of curbside recycling 
during the first quarter of 1993; coordinating the installation 
of an enhanced 911 emergency communication system scheduled for 
1993-4 with the Civil Defense Director, Police and Fire Chiefs; 
assembling information, through the DPW, with respect to existing 
municipal space use, future needs, and possible solutions; 
providing data to the consultant retained through the municipal 
incentive grant program to study grounds and facilities 
maintenance consolidation or privatization opportunities; and 
refining the Fiscal Year '94 revenue forecast and budget 
requests.

The Treasury Department collects all of the Town’s revenues, 
totaling in excess of $36,000,000 and the department distributes 
all disbursements to employees and vendors. It is responsible 
for the collection of all taxes, excise, and usage fees and ‘for 
the proper recording of all of these receipts, for the planning, 
negotiations, and settlement of all temporary and bonded debts, 
and the investment of all cash on hand. The Treasury earned 
$231,352 in interest on deposits and collected $187,012 in 
charges, fees, and interest on delinquent taxes and excise during 
the course of FY92. The Data Processing Department maintains the 
Town-wide data processing network that utilizes a mini-computer, 
micro-computers, and assorted peripherals. The Department 
administers the software that supports the Town financials, 
collections, assessed values and property records, census, and 
water. The Department creates programs to support other 
activities within the Town.

The most significant single effort undertaken by the Department 
in 1992 was the Mountain Street sidewalk pavement realignment 
project, accomplished by a combination of in-house forces and 
contract. The project was highly praised for the sensitivity 
shown in dealing with the scenic road. 


Residential refuse collection and transportation was re-bid, the 
old contract having expired and WDI, the previous contractor, was 
again the successful bidder. Later in the year WDI was bought out 
by Waste Management, Inc. A total of 6,553 tons of refuse was 
taken to SEMASS. 


Voluntary recycling activity was significant with 371 tons of 
newspaper, 92 tons of glass and 117 tons of leaves processed. A 
household hazardous waste collection day serviced some 387 
residences. At year end a contract had been awarded to Liberty 
Disposal of Johnston, RI for curbside collection of recyclables 
to begin with the new year. 


Sharon was designated a Tree City USA for the 6th consecutive 
year. 


Pay parking at the Sharon railroad station continued to operate 


successfully and the street lighting conversion/reduction program 
moved forward, both under the supervision of the DPW.

The Engineering Division provided technical support to Town 
Departments, Boards, Committees, Residents, and others 
throughout the year. Five applications for subdivision 
approval and 18 applications for endorsement without 
Planning Board approval were reviewed and technical 
assistance was provided to the Planning Board during the 
processing of these applications. 


The construction of roadways and related improvements in 
fourteen subdivisions was inspected regularly to assure 
conformance with Planning Board Rules and Regulations. 
Acting on the recommendation of the Division, the Selectmen 
voted to layout the following streets which were accepted as 
public ways at the Annual Town Meeting: Boyden Road, 
Colonel Gridley Road, Cow Hill Road extension, Gavins Pond 
Road (partial), Lothrup Way, Reeve Road, Tanglewood Road and 
Tisdale Road. 


The Town Engineer and his assistants, acting as an agent for 
the Board of Health, witnessed soils tests and reviewed 
technical data submitted with five applications for 
subdivision approval and advised the Board as’ to the 
adequacy of the soil to provide sewage for the proposed 
developments. Additionally, the Division approved the 
design and inspected the construction of one hundred and 
seventy nine new or replacement septic systems.

A change to the Town Zoning Bylaw requires owners of dwellings 

located in a water resource protection district, applying for a 
building permit for an addition or change in use to first apply 
to the Zoning Board of Appeal for a special permit. 


Residents are reminded that it is illegal to construct, 
reconstruct or alter a structure without first obtaining a 
building permit from the Building Inspector. You must obtain a 
permit to reshingle a roof, to install new siding, to construct a 
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tool shed or a cabana or to rebuild a rotted out deck. Before 
you undertake a renovation project, a resident should assure 
demolition debris generated by this project will be legally 
disposed of. 


Electric wiring cannot be installed, nor can gas piping or 
reconnection of gas appliances or plumbing fixtures be installed 
without a permit by licensed personnel. All domestic water piping 
must be installed with no-lead solder. The installation of 
permanent water treatment or purification equipment and lawn 
sprinkler system connected to a potable water supply including 
private wells shall be made subject to inspection and approval by 
the plumbing inspector for the protection of you and your family. 


The total number of building permits issued for 1992 was 506. 
There were 81 permits issued for single family dwellings in 1992. 
Single family home construction is up from 30 additional units in 
1991.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Joseph s. Bernstein, Chief Of Police 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. Puritz, town employees, the community and 
especially Sergeant "Hap" Donovan and all members of the police 
department for their support since my tenure as police chief. 


The police department is in a transitional stage due to the 
retirement of Chief Bernard Coffey and sudden death of Sergeant 
"Bob" Ford. These two men combined for almost eighty years of 
experience and dedication to the town. Chief Coffey retired 
September 30, 1992 and I started October 1, 1992. Chief Coffey 
was very helpful in familiarizing me with the operation of the 
department. Sergeant Ford took over where Chief Coffey left off. 
Bob not only helped me get acquainted with personnel and the 
workings of the department, but, also showed me what all of us 
should strive to become, both professionally and personally. 
During the short period of time I knew him, I found him to be the 
epitome of a warm, caring and compassionate person. 


Thanks to the past leadership of these two men and all current 
personnel, the department continues to progress and offer the 
highest quality of service to the community it has been trusted 
to serve. 


The DARE Program continues to be an integral part of the 
educational process for our youth. Officer Pratt educates our 
youth (fifth grade) on the dangers of drug use and provides them 
with positive alternatives beyond just saying "NO". 
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Again this year, the Sharon Police Department sponsored an annual 
local law enforcement torch run to benefit the Special Olympics. 


Officer Hugh Cameron, now with the MBTA Police force received a 
special award for his commitment and service to the Special 
Olympics. 


The open house during Family Week at the police station was a 
great success. Over two-hundred children and adults visited the 
station and had an opportunity to meet with several officers. 
Detective John McGrath gave an overview of police operations and 
a display was set up showing some of the weapons and drug 
paraphernalia confiscated by officers during their routine 
duties. Many of the youngsters and adults alike enjoyed taking a 
turn sitting on the motorcycle. Later in the week Officer James 
Keating helped fingerprint children at the high school. None of 
us in the police department will forget Sergeant "Bob" Ford 
driving the Foxboro Police Volkswagen Bug in the parade. 


Many thanks must go to the Special Police for their dedicated 
service throughout the year and especially during Family Week. 
They had members at all the events assisting people in many 
different ways. 


Some of the other service programs such as the "Adopt-a-Cop" 
program and Officer Phil Program have not been active due to the 
shortage of personnel. During past years the police department 
had a compliment of twenty-four full time police officers. 
Currently the force is sixteen, however, four Sharon residents 
recently appointed are scheduled to attend the police academy 
beginning in February. Upon their completion the force will be 
twenty and we are continuing the hiring process, looking to hire 
two or three additional officers. 


Even with the personnel shortage, a safety program for children 
in grades K-4, and a drug awareness program for the fourth and 
sixth grades is scheduled. 


The continued high level of service during difficult times is a 
tribute to the men and women of the police department and 
indicative of their commitment to serve the community.

The Animal Control Office for the Town of Sharon is an office 
established for the protection of pets and wild animals from the 
many dangers they face in the wild and on the streets of Sharon. 
It is also a service to the people of the Town and their property 
from the dangers and nuisances of roaming, uncontrolled animals. 
The duties of the office vary dramatically. Some examples of the 
work performed by the Animal Control Officer and Fill-in Officers 
are: complaint investigations, cruelty investigations, transport 
and care of injured animals to a nearby health care facility, 
animal rescue of lost or trapped animals, education to the public 
to make the citizens aware of animal control problems and ways to 
help solve them, enforcement of state and town laws governing 
licensing, vaccinations, leash laws and humane treatment, as well 
as many other varied duties. 


It has always been the responsibility of this office to stress to 
the pet owners of Sharon responsible pet ownership. A program on 
Cablevision called "Canine Courtesy" was developed by myself and 
Debra Lipsky this year dealing with these issues. Having your dogs 
and/or cats spayed or neutered; not allowing your pet to run free; 
vaccinating all cats and dogs; as well as licensing your dogs are 
only a few instances in which we all can learn to live harmoniously 
together. 


Rabies has become a major concern to this department. The first 
reported cases of rabies in Massachusetts this year appeared in 
September in the area of Fitchburg. It is expected to spread 
throughout the state by mid-1993. Information has been supplied by 
this office to the newspapers during the year in hopes that the 
public will become aware of the risks that rabies. pose. 
Recommendations to vaccinate your pet cats and dogs and to avoid 
all stray and wild animals are primary in preventing the spread of 
the disease to our pets and ourselves. 


Through donations to the Animal Assistance Fund that was 
established last year, additional care can be given to an unclaimed 
injured animal, assistance in the spaying or neutering of an 
adoptable animal may be performed, and also the ability to obtain 
programs for the education of the public here in Sharon. 


The total amount of calls received during the year was 2,322. The 
amount of dogs licensed in 1992 was 1,340. 


In closing, I’d like to thank Dr. Richard Segall and the personnel 


at the Sharon Veterinary Clinic for their continued assistance to 
the Animal Control Department and to the Town.

During the year 1992, the Fire Department did respond to twelve 
structure fires. Four of these fires did cause severe damage to 
the structure. The other eight fires were contained and 
extinquished with minor damage. 


A new pumping engine was delivered during July 1992. This engine 
was constructed by Pierce Manufacturing Company of Appleton, 
Wisconsin. This unit is capable of pumping 1250 gallons of water 
per minute. It is capable of automatically dispensing foam, when 
necessary. This engine has other equipment which is the latest 
state-of-the art in fire apparatus to meet the requirements of 
present hazards and problems. 


An examination process for the position of Firefighter was held 
in 1992, although there were no openings. A list of eligible 
candidates had expired in 1991. In the event an opening were to 
occur, the Fire Department will have the ability to hire from the 
list of eligible candidates. 


During September the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy scheduled 
two training sessions at the Fire Department where a program was 
presented to all personnel on "Liquified Propane and Liquified 
Natural Gas". The final session was an actual hands-on 
firefighting of a gas-fired incident which was held at the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy in Stow, Massachusetts. This 
training was an experience that will certainly assist our 
firefighters in the event of any future gas-fired incident. 


During the year 1992, the Fire Department did collect $8,803.00 
for various permit fees. This was turned into the Treasurer’s 
Office. The ambulance does bill for transportation to the 
hospital. The amount of $73,929.00 was billed for this service. 


There was restitution paid to the Town of Sharon for two false 
alarms that occurred at Sharon High School. The persons 
responsible for both these false alarms were mandated by the 
Stoughton District Court to reimburse the town for costs involved 
due to these alarms. 


Drills and training programs were held twice a month. These 
programs were scheduled to meet the mandates of the Office of 
Emergency Medical Services for the continuing education of our 
EMTs. Other training sessions were oriented to firefighting 
procedures. Several of these programs were sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy. During September a 
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twenty-one hour Emergency Medical Technician Refresher Course was 
held. This is mandated by the Office of Emergency Medical 
Services every two years for the continuing education and 
recertification of our Emergency Medical Technicians.

MISSION STATEMENT 


The following Mission Statement was adopted by the School 
Committee on October 3, 1990. It states the general purpose of 
the Sharon Public Schools, and provides a basis for the 
development of annual goals and objectives, which assist the 


School Committee in ensuring a proper, effective, and positive 
education system. 
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The Sharon Public Schools, in partnership with the community, has 
as its mission the responsibility to prepare students to live in 
a rapidly changing society. Together, we will provide an 
environment that maximizes the student’s academic, artistic, 
social, emotional, and physical development. This atmosphere will 
encourage each individual to develop the skills and sensitivity 
for living effectively and responsibly. 


PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 


The staff of the Sharon Public Schools continually reviews its 
programs and services in order to provide students with an 
education that is current and relevant. During the past school 
year, the program and curriculum coordinators completed a 
comprehensive analysis of their area of responsibility, and 
developed both short-term and long-range goals for improvements. 
Each coordinator made a presentation to the School Committee, 
outlining the goals and objectives for their respective 
disciplines. These presentations outlined present conditions, and 
recommendations for future program changes and/or modifications, 
which will insure that students will be prepared for the 
twenty-first century. 


In the three elementary schools, a developmental education 
approach has been adopted. That is, the staff have identified and 
implemented teaching strategies and curriculum changes, which 
encourage the integration of the arts into regular classroom 
subjects, the use of manipulative materials in mathematics, the 
incorporation of computer technology in the classrooms, the 
expanded use of parent volunteers to assist teachers and 
students, and an increased emphasis on writing, literature and 
science. 


At Sharon Middle School, program improvements included the 
implementation of a writing lab. Students receive additional 
instruction in writing and research with the use of computer and 
library technology. Art and music instruction has been increased 
for all students. The home economics and industrial arts programs 
have been revised so that students receive instruction, which 
emphasizes creativity, problem solving and critical thinking. Two 
class trips were conducted: grade seven to New York City, and 
grade eight to Washington, D.C. These trips were made possible, 
because of the large number of staff and parents who volunteered 
to serve as chaperones on both occasions. 


Sharon High School students continued to excel in the four 
essential components of a well-rounded education; academics, the 
arts, student activities, and athletics. Boston Magazine 
recognized Sharon High School as one of the "Ten Best High 
Schools" in Eastern Massachusetts. Ninety-three percent of the 
graduating class of 1992 planned to attend either a four or two 
year college. Three of our present seniors were named national 
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semi-finalists, and nine seniors received honorable mention in 
the National Merit Society Competition . 


Students in a number of student activities received recognition 
outside of the school system. The Drama Club participated in the 
Massachusetts State Drama Festival. The Mathematics Team won the 
South Shore Mathematics League championship, third in the Greater 
Boston Mathematics League, and third in the New England 
competition. The students on the Academic Decathlon Team placed 
fourth in the state Division Two competition. 


The interscholastic athletic program continued to grow in 
enrollment. A freshman boy’s soccer team, a swimming team, and 
intramural volleyball were added, due to student interest. The 
boys’ tennis team was the Hockomock League and Division Two South 
Sectional champions. The girls’ tennis team was the Hockomock 
League champion . 


COMMUNITY SERVICE 


The School Department received a $500,000 grant from Alan Shawn 
Feinstein to establish the Louis Feinstein Community Service 
Program in grades kindergarten to twelve. The grant will allow 
students to have experiences which foster the qualities of public 
service, compassion, initiative and leadership. The staff is 
developing strategies for incorporating community service 
learning into the existing curriculum. 


COMMUNITY EDUCATION 


The Community Education Programs provide services and activities 
for children and adults. These self-supporting programs have 
included before-school care, after-school care, and after-school 
enrichment programs for over four hundred children of elementary 
school age. The elementary summer school program, which provides 
cultural, recreational and academic programs for children had an 
enrollment of two-hundred and seventy-five children. The Adult 
Education Program provided academic, enrichment and leisure-time 
programs to nine hundred residents of the town of Sharon.

CHANGES IN SCHOOL PERSONNEL 


A number of our veteran staff members either retired or resigned 
from the Sharon Public Schools. These staff members provided 
excellent, dedicated services to the children of Sharon. The 
School Committee and administration wishes them well in their 
future endeavors. These staff members were: Clista Dow, Florence 
Glynn, Russell DuPont, Charles Pretti, Donald Kreutzer, and G. 
Marshall Chick. 


The School Committee, administration and staff were saddened by 
the untimely death of Joanne Winer. Joanne was an elementary 
teacher in the Sharon Public Schools for eighteen years. Her 
commitment to the teaching profession and to the children of 
Sharon was a model admired by all of us. 


CONCLUSION 


There are three major ingredients, which contribute to the 
overall success of the children who attend the Sharon Public 
Schools. They are: staff, parents and the community. Each staff 
member has demonstrated a sincere effort to improve educational 
opportunities for the children. The Sharon School Committee and 
administration are very appreciative of our staff, and their 
exemplary service to the children. 


Increased numbers of parents have become actively involved in the 
education of their children. The number of volunteers who serve 
in classrooms increased significantly during the past school 
year. The parent-teacher organizations consistently demonstrate 
their support for the school system through fund raising that has 
brought needed supplementary programs and services to the Sharon 
Public Schools. The parent-teacher organizations joined together 
to plan and implement the "Walk for Education", which raised 
$3,500 for the public school and town libraries. Without this 
assistance, the Sharon Public Schools would not be able to 
maintain the high level of excellence all of us have come to 
expect from our staff and children. 


The community has continually shown its recognition of the value 
of education by providing the fiscal resources essential to 
meeting the goals we have identified for the school system. This 
is not an easy task, especially in these times of severe 
financial constraints. The Sharon School Committee and 
administration acknowledges the dilemma the community faces each 
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year as it determines funding levels for all the services 
required by the citizens of Sharon. 


Education has always remained a top priority, and we are 
appreciative of this support.

Permits and licenses are issued by the Board of Health for 
the following: keeping of animals (subject to approval by the 
Animal Inspector); caterers; manufacture and sale of ice 
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cream;lodging house;pasteurization and/or sale of milk; motels; 
camps; operation of retail food establishments; food service 
establishments; tanning salons; temporary food service; 


semi-public pools (all under supervision of Sanitarian) ; 
massage establishments and giving of massages; 
transportation of offal; dumpster permits; pesticide 


applicators; underground storage of hazardous materials and 
regulated substances; well permits (all subject to approval of 
Health Agent). 


The Board of Health is responsible for determining the 
eligibility of disabled or handicapped citizens, as well as that 
of senior citizens (based upon income) for town-sponsored refuse 
collection. Sixty-two residents were approved for this 
service for the fiscal year beginning July lst, 1992. 


The Department also participates in various health-oriented 
projects by providing information to the public, e.g., the 
annual American Cancer Society "Great American Smokeout" 
and the Massachusetts Passenger Safety Program "Make it 
Click-Buckle Up" campaign. 


The Department continued work on the underground tank 
removal program. By year’s end only 15 of an original 93 
residential underground oil tanks remained in the Water 
Resource Protection District...... these were all required to be 
removed by May 13, 1993. This constitutes 83.87% compliance with 
the town regulation. Only 2 non-residential tanks within the 
Water Resource Protection District remained slated for removal. 
To date 66 tank removal subsidies had been issued totalling 

S47 £UFTVCT. 


The Health Department once again organized a town employee 
charitable collection of funds for families in need at 
Christmas-time. Several Sharon families were provided with 
assistance through the charitable contributions of our Town 
Employees, as well as a number of residents and various 
organizations. Since this office helped in coordinating the 
donation of gifts to needy families by several local 
organizations, it was decided that the town employee donations 
would constitute an "emergency fund" to assist those 
residents im ditriculty,™ particularly with -cne increased 
unemployment and depressed economy. We would like to publicly 
thank all those who have been so generous to those less 
fortunate. 


Responsibilities of the Town Sanitarian in 1992 included 
the following: routine unannounced inspections of food 
service establishments,lodging house and motel facilities, 
retail food establishments, and catering facilities to ensure 
compliance with the State Sanitary Code; Sanitation audits of 
school cafeteria food service practices throughout the 
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school year; weekly laboratory testing of all semi-public 
swimming pools and all Lake Massapoag swimming areas from 
June to September to insure safe public swimming; pre-season and 
mid-season inspections of all camps’ to insure continuation 
of proper sanitation standards. In addition, all public health 
complaints made to the Department were thoroughly investigated 
and resolved. 


During 1992 several new food establishments opened in Sharon. 
King David’s Restaurant opened at the Sharon Heights Shopping 
Center; Life is a Deli replaced the Carousel Deli at the 
center of town; Sharon Seafood took over the spot formerly 
occupied by Down By The Sea; and Treasure Garden replaced 
Chef Chen’s Restaurant at the Sharon Heights Shopping Center.

as well as to initiate review of health issues and problems as 
they may occur. 

The Advisory Board includes interested citizens with 
professional expertise in many areas of health, as well as in 
related fields.

From its inception in 1966 by a vote of Town Meeting, 
the Professional Advisory Board has striven to maintain the very 
highest possible level of health standards. The 

Board’s activity additionally involves cooperative efforts with 
other Town Boards and Committees, e.g., the Lake Management 
Study Committee, the Town Engineering Department, the 
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Department of Public Works, the School Department, and_ the 
Health Department. Some of the Board’s activities during 
1992 were as follows: 


In January 1992 the Board recommended adoption of the newly 
developed regulations for massage therapists and massage 
establishments. These These regulations were quickly adopted by 
the Board of Health and used as the criteria for 
licensing Sharon’s first massage establishment. 


Lengthy discussions took place in 1992 on the Board’s efforts 
to develop a local regulation requiring lead paint 

testing for home-based day care facilities. The Board’s 
proposal would have mandated an annual listing of home-based 
day care facilities which had undergone lead testing and were 
found to be lead-free. Instead, by agreement with the Board, 
the owners of such programs are conducting an informational 
campaign for parents of day care children to advise them of 
issues related to lead paint detection and the symptoms of 
lead poisoning. The Board will continue to monitor the lead 
issue. 


New methodology for lake testing was reviewed and approved, with 
our testing and monitoring protocols now more closely 
approximating those of other public health and regulatory 
agencies. 


The Board met with the animal control officer and Dr. Segal, one 
of the town’s animal inspectors, to discuss the issue of racoon 
rabies in Massachusetts and the concern that rabies might spread 
to Sharon. Members of the Board were appointed to join a task 
force on the issue which will be looking at the many questions 
which might arise with the first case of rabies. 


A review was conducted of the ongoing underground tank 


removal program, which was developed by this Board. The Board 
was pleased to see the progress this program has made to date. 


Some other topics reviewed or discussed by the Board in 1992 
were: 

Health education curriculum in the Sharon public schools. 
Review of the public water supply.

The Recreation Advisory Committee serves primarily to interpret 
the recreation and park services of the department to the 
community, make studies to improve and expand the department’s 
programs, facilities and services; act as a sounding board for 
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the department and generally enlists and influences favorable 
public opinion of, and support for, recreation and park services. 
The principal function is to advise and recommend to the Chief 
Executive, the Board of Selectmen and the general public on the 
management of the recreation and park services. 


During 1992, the Recreation Advisory Committee met on twelve 
occasions in order to discuss all kinds of Recreation Department 
issues including budget cutting strategies, other funding 
sources, program ideas, capital projects and parks and waterfront 
improvements. The Recreation Department continues to survive 
some difficult times but manages to find other ways to fund 
programs such as the Summer Lakeside Concert Series, the Family 
Week Celebration, the Halloween Costume Parade, holiday parties 
and many special events. 


The American Disabilities Act (ADA) became law effective on 
January 26, 1992. The Recreation Department began making changes 
to the Community Center facility as well as the playground 
building in order to become handicapped accessible. Next on the 
list is to provide handicapped restroom facilities at Memorial 
Park beach. 


It was, again, increasingly clear that a good recreation program 
is an integral part of a well-rounded town approach to providing 
a high standard of living for its residents. The Committee is 
proud to have been part of the 1992 recreation effort in the 
Sharon Community. The Recreation Department is in its 25th year 
under the leadership of director Dave Clifton. 


Our thanks and appreciation go to the many volunteers involved in 
the various programs of the department. A special thanks to the 
Recreation Department staff for their dedication and 
perseverance.

The Council on Aging continued to provide direct services to the 
2,300 seniors of Sharon and their families. As the community 
focal point, the Council on Aging is the first contact anyone may 
go to or call for help, information, or referral on any aging 
issue. As a centralized resource, we assist elders and/or their 
families in negotiating the complex and fragmented system of 
health and social services. We also serve as advocates for older 
citizens and disabled which means representing, initiating 
actions, and educating elders and all citizens on issues. We 
also continued to respond to concerns of those under 60 who were 
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either disabled or unemployed and in financial or other need by 
offering consultation, referrals, and advocacy. 


Our greatest accomplishment this year was being awarded a $14,500 
grant (initially $10,000, later an additional $4,500) from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency through United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay. After writing the grant and receiving 
training, we were able to assist 103 people, primarily Sharon 
residents, of all ages, with 43 shelter/utility bills (in 
arrears) and vouchers for an estimated 1,260 meals. We were able 
to substantiate need in Sharon by collaborating on statistical 
data with the Public Health and Veterans Departments. As 1993 
approaches, we have received word that in February, we will be 
awarded an even larger grant of approximately $20,000. [In 
addition, Norma Simons Fitzgerald received a special invitation 
to join a planning committee at United Way regarding FEMA. 


In 1992, the Council on Aging worked to establish more extensive 
networks with community, religious, and civic organizations to 
respond to the needs of frail and financially needy Sharonites. 
We also worked closely with other COA’s and the Elder Service 
Coalition thereby establishing a base for possible cooperation 
with regionalization of services. 


It is noteworthy, too, that in reviewing trends, in comparison to 
1989, in 1992 we provided twice as many "clinical" services 
(including case management and counseling units), three times the 
number of general information/general service units, twenty 
additional mental health sessions and service to sixty-six 
additional non-elders as well as to an increasing population of 
disabled adults. Since last year, advocacy was provided for 
three times as many persons than in 1989. 


Some of our major accomplishments for FY ’92 are: 


fe) Seventy-six volunteers under COA supervision provided 

approximately $85,418, at minimum or comparable wage, worth 
of services at no cost to the Town (compared to $63,500 in 
1989). This represents 6,829 hours. We also received the 
benefits of hundreds of hours of volunteer service, valued 
at approximately $7,000, by professionals--doctors, nurses, 
lawyers, tax professionals, etc.--whose services ranged from 
health screenings and counseling, to legal services, and tax 
form preparation. 


fe) Our total revenues for FY ’92 provided by the Town was 
$47,106. Other income sources (grants, senior aides~ elder 
service corps worker, etc.) totaled $47,000. An additional 
$12,000 was provided inkind. 
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Provided Homestead Act, Living Will, and Health Care Proxy 
forms and workshops. 


Offered nutritious, low-cost frozen meals to seniors. These 
meals are prepared by Southwood Hospital and can be ordered 
each week through the Council on Aging. 


Expanded direct social services of counseling and outreach 
to elders and their families and also included disabled and 
financially strapped Sharonites under 60. We were assisted 
in this by a volunteer outreach worker. 


Continuation of many programs and services such as "Friendly 
Visitor," Men’s Club, Consumer Council, tax assistance, 
"Sundial," fuel assistance, food distribution, health 
benefits lectures and screenings, legal services and forms, 
weekly ESL classes, ID program in conjunction with the 
Sharon Police Department, and intergenerational programs. 


Executive Director worked on a Long Term Care committee 
coordinated by HESSCO and located a Sharon family member as 
a primary speaker. This seminar provided education to an 
audience of about 350 concerning the need for long term 
care. 


Completed and mailed in January and February "Sundial" 
newsletters a needs assessment. Majority of responses 
indicated need for help in transportation, maintenance of 
home, and home care. As a result of the responses, we 
continue to expand our home care resource database, located 
a "hidden" resource for low interest, long term loans for 
home improvement, as well as a reliable resource for 
consideration of home sharing and reverse mortgages. 


Filled nearly 100% of medical transportation requests from 
January to July relying almost entirely on volunteers. In 
the summer, we obtained two new part-time senior aides, and 
with the cooperation of the DPW and their loaning a town car 
when available, continued to respond to most requests. 


With the assistance of the consumer-led Men’s Club, public 
education and safety programs are scheduled nearly every 
week. Members of the Consumer Council have dealt with 
issues concerning nutrition, transportation, shopping and 
activities. 


Workshops presented by the Executive Director include: Mass. 


Councils on Aging Annual Conference, Family Week, Employee 
Day, and Health Care Proxy/Estate Planning. 
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fe) Worked with the Friends of the Council on Aging to establish 
goals and priorities for their fundraising efforts on behalf 


of the Council on Aging.

For FY 92,. Executive Director Norma Simons Fitzgerald, and 


Administrative Assistant Nancy Weiner continued expansion of COA 


programs. One important effort involved receipt of the first 


outside grant awarded to the Sharon COA by the Federal Emergency 
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Management Administration (FEMA) through the United Way. A total of 
$14,500 was provided to assist with emergency needs of Sharon 
residents and some nearby, as well. We expanded our transportation 
services, even with a bus that seems to spend more time in the shop 
than on the road. Among many other important programs, the Council 
established a Seniors’ Fitness program at Hixson Farm, expanded 
volunteer services, increased joint efforts with Joan Spano, the 
Town Public Health Nurse, and developed more extensive networks 
with churches, temples, civic groups and other resources. We now 
have a contract with a publishing company to provide regular timely 
issues of our newsletter, the Sundial. 


Even in the climate of fiscal restraint and limited budgets, the 
Council has been able to maintain and, in some cases, expand its 
numerous services to the Seniors of Sharon and their families. To 
Norma and Nancy, who provide services in the most professional 
manner, we cannot sufficiently express our appreciation for their 
efforts. In addition, we extend our gratitude to all the Senior 
Aides, volunteers, and especially to the Friends of the Sharon 
Council on Aging, without whose help and support the Council could 


not function.

The Children’s Department began circulating materials using the 
automated system in January, 1992, completing the implementation of 
major portions of the system in your library. By mid-year, the 
majority of library users’ reserve requests were being handled 
through the use of the system, with many requests filled by other 
libraries in the 21-member Old Colony Library Network. Library 
staff members encourage users to take full advantage of the 
cooperative relationship among the libraries in order to better 
meet the need for materials, whether they be popular books or 
materials for a research paper. 
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Through the generosity of the Friends of the Library, which 
purchased a facsimile machine and provide on-going funding, 
articles from magazines which are not owned by the Library may be 
requested and will be faxed to Sharon, with the waiting time often 
less than three days. Again, this cooperation allows Sharon 
residents to have access to far more materials for their tax 
dollars than the Sharon Public Library could provide alone. 


The Friends again contributed an enormous amount of time and energy 
to raise funds to provide much needed materials and equipment for 
your Library, including the new signs which help you find 
materials. In addition, the staff is grateful to the growing 
number of volunteers who assist in many less visible ways to keep 
the Library functioning well. As always, it is the very dedicated 
staff which provides the foundation for the tradition of high 
quality service to residents towards which your Library constantly 
strives.

Your Library continued in its mission of service to the public in 
1992. Budget difficulties (locally and at the State House) as 
always played a major role in limiting the ability of the Library 
to provide the books, hours, and personnel we believe town 
residents expect. Nevertheless, through the hard work and 
commitment of the staff under the leadership of Director Bonnie 
Strong, we were able to support a major part of user needs. As in 
past years, the Trustees continually asked questions and made 
decisions on Library operations, priorities, plans, procedures, and 
policies to make sure that we adapted the Library to the budget, 
technology, and user needs of the year past and those in the years 
ahead. We also continued to work with other town departments when 
appropriate (repaving of the lower level ramp was guided by the 
DPW) and increased our communication with the schools. 


The computer and network system--the Old Colony Library 
Network--has now been fully operational for over a year and it has 
exceeded our hopes. It provides dramatic benefits to Library users 
(browsers, researchers, students, businesspersons) and to internal 
Library operations. Now that the system is in use in Sharon and 
surrounding towns, our users have quick insight and access to books 
and other materials beyond our Library. And we made use of this: 
Sharon was a net "borrower" of material last year, receiving more 
items than we lent to other towns. 
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From an operational perspective, the computer has reduced internal 
paperwork, increased collection of overdue fines and lost book 
payments, and significantly reduced time and errors in the tracking 
of books from the time they are put on the shelves, through 
borrowing, and eventual return. In addition, computer-generated 
statistics also give us much better insight into borrowing needs 
and patterns of Sharon residents. 


Town residents, and the Friends of the Sharon Public Library, again 
showed their support for the Library and the services we provide. 
In many cases, this support has been very tangible: many of the 
visible "extras" such as cleaned carpets, signs on the book stacks 
plus refinished stack sides, and special books are due to this 
support. The comments of users--written or otherwise also tell us 
we are generally meeting the needs of the Town, within the 
unavoidable budget and related constraints. 
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BORDERLAND STATE PARK ADVISORY COUNCIL 
Jean Santos, Sharon Representative 


Each year when reports are published, the question is asked "What 
is Borderland?" Briefly Borderland is a state park situated on the 
borders of Sharon and Easton acquired in 1972 from the Ames family 
of North Easton. It had been the principal residence of Blanche 
and Oakes Ames and their four children. Blanche was an artist, 
author, inventor, and political activist, while her husband Oakes 
was a botanist, professor, author and philanthropist. The stone 
mansion with its furnishings, paintings and artifacts reflects 
their lives and the history of the times. Visitors to the mansion 
are transported into the early history of the Ames’ back to "Old 
Oliver", founder of Ames Shovel Works, oakes, railroad tycoon and 
politician, Benjamin Butler, Blanche’s grandfather, Civil war 
general and governor, and many other notable persons. 


The outdoors provides beautiful and peaceful environments for 
dozens of pursuits from canoeing to kite-flying, picnicking to 
skating. Trails lead through the 1700 acres and around the five 
ponds on the property. "Friends of Borderland", a volunteer group, 
celebrated their 20th anniversary during the year. This group is 
responsible for dozens of improvements in the Park, entirely 
financed by voluntary contributions. Current president is Darlene 
Domingos. Friends also sponsor year-round events that include 
lectures, concerts, art exhibits, house tours, festivals, geology, 
mushroom, wild flower, and bird walks. 
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In November all the fourth graders in Sharon toured the mansion in 
connection with a school project on the effects of land use on 
people. The program was coordinated by Claire Forman of the Sharon 
Historical Society; Jean Santos and Jean Kent conducted 300 
children through the rooms. New trails were cleared as Eagle Scout 
projects; the Appalachian Mountain Club opened a trail to Moyle’s 
Quarry, and new fences were set In place. The park staff, under 
Bob Babineau, Superintendent, continued to maintain the property 
superbly. 


A Visitors’ Center which was proposed many years ago may become a 
reality soon. Plans have been sent out to bid, so we would advise 
park visitors to keep an eye out for signs of construction. A 
large meeting room, offices, and public toilets would be features 
of the Center. Questions or comments may be addressed to 
Superintendent Babineau or to the Sharon representative. 
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CABLE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE

During calendar year 1992, the Committee acting on behalf of the 
Selectmen, for the benefit of the over 3800 Sharon cable 
subscribers who paid in $1,713,000 to Cablevision Industries Inc. 
(CVI), conducted selected audits to assure that CVI was performing 
in accordance with the license which was issued to it in 1983. To 
the best of our knowledge, and within the scope of the audits 
performed, all provisions of the license were complied with by the 
Company. 


Additionally, the audits assured that the Town was doing what it 
was supposed to do under those same provisions. 


While the raise in cable rates which occurred early in 1992 was 
within permitted legal guidelines, the Committee believed the 
increase, for the reasons the cable company gave, was unjustified. 
A letter from the Board of Selectmen expressing that position was 
sent to the Corporate and Regional office of CVI. 


An additional increase in rates was just announced by CVI which 
will become effective February, 1993. While the Cable Oversight 
Committee realizes that legally there is nothing which prohibits 
the Company from raising the rates again, they believe that the 
subscribers of Sharon would be less negatively inclined toward that 
increase if CVI would put together a package which would show what 
Sharon is getting for its cable $ as compared to other local 
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communities serviced by other cable companies. By the time of this 
publication, that information should have been disseminated. 


The Committee continued to work toward getting the Sharon 
subscribers the most cable for the money that is being spent. In 
the spring, CVI moved toward reduction of some service charges, 
giving flexibility to service calls, becoming the first cable 
company in the region to present some unique cable packages at 
reduced rates, making the station selection numbers and groupings 
user friendly for easier retrieval, and adding some additional 
programs at no additional cost. In addition, CVI has agreed to 
reduce the rates of those Seniors who come within specific 
Commonwealth limited income statutes. 


All of the above changes took place BEFORE the new Cable Television 
Consumer Protection and Competition Act of 1992, which becomes 
effective in April of 1993. The one thing the Act has done is to 
take the industry from a purely unregulated autonomous position and 
to give some regulatory powers to the Federal, State and Local 
levels. Even then, no one is sure what affect the Act will have on 
local cable service and rates. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that cable rates in the 17 local 
communities serviced by CVI, are most affected by the amount of 
money the company is losing through theft of service. Each theft 
is being paid for in the way of higher rates, by those honest 
subscribers who pay for the services they acquire. CVI now has the 
technical capacity and personnel who are dedicated toward reduction 
of the theft, and legal means through which remuneration will: be 
acquired. We hope to convince CVI that the program to catch those 
stealing services would be even more successful if the honest 
subscribers knew that recovered funds would come back to the Town 
as rate reductions. 


The Committee continues to act as a mediator for unsettled problems 
between Sharon subscribers and CVI, after the subscriber has 
initially attempted to resolve the problem. During 1992, all 
problems brought to the attention of the Committee were solved to 
the satisfaction of the Company and the subscriber. 


Sharon takes an active role in Local/State Cable Commission 
questions and takes pride in being asked to participate. 
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CANOE RIVER AQUIFER ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
South Easton, MA 02375 


The Canoe River Aquifer Advisory Committee (CRAAC) was 
established by an Act of the Massachusetts legislature in 1987 to 
promote the regional protection of the drinking water supply 
within the Canoe River aquifer. The committee consists of 
fifteen appointed members, three each from the towns of Easton, 
Mansfield, Norton, Foxborough, and Sharon. 


The Committee continued to conduct educational programs 
throughout the past year. In April, the annual Canoe River 
Spring Awareness Day was held at the Sharon Community Center. 

The 1992 event focused on lake management. Speakers discussed 
watershed protection and several exhibitors distributed 
literature to the residents, town officials and legislators who 
were present. In addition, the committee, plus the Easton Rod and 
Gun Club, the Easton Waterworks and the Mansfield Fish and Game 
Club renewed their adoptions of sections of the Canoe River 
through the Mass. Dept. of Fisheries, Wildlife, and Environmental 
Law Enforcement’s Adopt-A-Stream Program. 


Members participated in the Friends of Borderland Day in 
Easton, the Mansfield Home Show and the Earthlab conference at 
Bridgewater State College by setting up the Canoe River aquifer 
educational display and by answering questions and distributing 
aquifer information to attendees. Chairman Wayne Southworth was 
a guest speaker for other watershed groups, at local schools and 
at meetings in the region. 


Members strived to increase their knowledge of groundwater 
issues by inviting guest speakers to CR M C meetings. They also 
visited the new well site in Foxborough and toured the Mansfield 
Sewage Treatment Plant. CRM C maintains-a library of 
water-related materials at the Easton Water Department at 417 Bay 
Road, Easton. 


The members also submitted an application to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (E.P.A.) requesting that the 
Canoe River aquifer be designated a Sole Source aquifer. This 
designation would require that federally financially-assisted 
projects within the aquifer be reviewed by the E.P.A. in order to 
reduce the risk of ground water contamination. The E.P.A. is 
reviewing the application and will be conducting a Public Hearing 
to solicit comments. 


CRAAC’s meetings alternate among the five towns on the first 
Thursday of each month at 1:00 p.m. The meeting dates and 
locations are posted at each Town Hall. Public participation is 
encouraged.

SHARON CIVIL DEFENSE 


Sharon Civil Defense continued its program of rehabilitating 
equipment discarded by other town departments, and returning the 
equipment to service. CD completed the conversion of the Fire 
Department’s old pumper truck into a mobile power and light truck 
equipped with a 15 kV generator, a 2 kV portable generator, and a 
variety of flood and search lights. The truck is now available 
for use in a variety of settings, including search and rescue at 
the Lake and other locations; emergency power for pump stations 
and refrigeration systems; and use in any other situation in 
which the need for emergency power arises. 


CD also began the restoration and repair of an aging four 
wheel drive vehicle so that the vehicle can be returned to 
occasional service for plowing and emergency transportation 
during bad weather. CD also obtained a replacement engine for 
another hand-me down, a two-wheel drive pick-up truck. The 
donated engine has been rebuilt by CD volunteers, and will be 
installed in the vehicle during 1993. 


As always, CD answered a variety of public-service aid calls 
during the year, and represented Sharon at EXPO ’92. 


Sharon Civil Defense is an all-volunteer organization which 
meets every Monday night in the garage behind the Police Station 
at 7:30 p.m. In addition to vehicle restoration, CD maintains an 
emergency communications system, and an inventory of supplies and 
equipment to provide medical and shelter assistance whenever 
disaster relief is required. Volunteers will be welcomed and 
encouraged to participate in these and other activities.

The Commission held 26 hearings and issued Orders of Conditions 
accordingly.

Arlene Solomon, Office Assistant 


The Sharon Housing Authority for fiscal year 1993 continued 
to operate family, elderly and handicapped housing pursuant to an 
operating budget of $222,557. The Authority operates Hixson Farm 
Road, an 88 unit housing complex for income qualifying elderly and 
handicapped persons, and a 6 unit apartment complex at 21 South 
Pleasant St. for income-qualifying families. In addition, last 
year, after 8 years of planning, the housing authority completed 
construction of a specially designed home for 6 or 7 autistic 
children at 2601 Bay Road, and that home is now operating 
successfully. The property is leased to the May Institute, which 
runs the residential program and offers the residents the 
opportunity to learn and develop in a homelike but structured 
environment. The Sharon Housing Authority wishes to thank the 
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citizens of Sharon, who at the 1990 annual town meeting voted to 
deed to the Housing Authority a portion of town-owned land at the 
intersection of Bay Road and Mountain Street. The residential 
program, which opened January, 1992, is a direct result of that 
generosity. The Housing Authority also thanks the Selectman’s 
Office, Sharon Police, Fire and Engineering Departments and the 
Department of Public Works for their cooperation in this project. 


Several capital improvements were made this year, including 
replacement of hot water heaters and installation of railings on the 
ramps in the laundry rooms at Hixson Farm. Maps and signs have been 
posted at Hixson Farm, and more handicapped parking spaces were 
added. 


The housing authority is participating in the new Managed Care 
in Housing Program, designed by the state Department of Elder 
Affairs. Through that program, the housing authority works more 
cooperatively with Council on Aging and HESSCO to meet the needs of 
its elder residents. 


Executive Director Jane Desberg and the housing authority staff 
received a letter of commendation from the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development for their high level of 
professionalism in completing EOCD’s Capital Improvement Inventory 
System surveys to enhance long range planning relative to capital 
lmprovements. 


A special thank you goes to the Sharon Garden Club, which has 
continued to plant and maintain flower gardens at Hixson Farm and to 
donate centerpieces for the Tenants Association holiday party. With 
appreciation, we also note the donation of books to the Tenants 
Association Library from the Friends of the Library. 
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REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
GEORGE BAILEY 


MetroPlan 2000 is the Council’s proposal for our 101 city and 
town region and the focus of each of the four meetings held during 
the year. MetroPlan 2000 departs from the "trends extended" plan 
that produced an impossibly large capital program for roads, water 
and sewer systems. "Trends Extended" also results in traffic chaos, 
unacceptable increases in air pollution, loss of open space, and a 
general decrease in quality of life. The alternative is development 
regional growth centers or Concentrated Development Centers (CDC). 


However, there is not much acceptance by local governments of 
existing growth centers that can be designated CDCs eligible for 
future infrastructure upgrades and more concentrated activities. 
Until local zoning powers are subordinate to subregional objectives 
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and review, the trends extended model will continue to mirror 
reality. 


Three Rivers Interlocal Council (TRIC) is the subregional 
organization of which Sharon is a member. It meets monthly and may 
be represented by a designee of the town’s Selectmen and Planning 
Board. Sharon has had no designee from the Planning Board. The 
meetings covered a variety of subjects including 128 Buildout and 
land use analysis, Dedham Common Mall proposal (opposed 
unanimously), review of the Fowl Meadow and Ponkapoag Bog Area of 
Critical Environmental Concern (ACEC), and the Route 1 South 
Corridor Planning Study. It supported the Dover proposal for 
extension of commuter rail service to Millis that ultimately 
resulted in an update to the Council’s MetroPlan. Growth patterns 
already in place are not pleasing to most. My proposed designation 
of a CDC spreading from the Walpole line to Dedham via University 
Avenue received scant encouragement from Westwood and Norwood. 


Other MAPC member and staff work includes preparation of a 
Capital Investment Program (CIP) for transportation, water & sewage; 
preparation of an Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) in 
response to funding voted by Congress for a resuscitated EDA 
(Economic Development Administration); and review of the 
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). As a seasoned observer, 
this member sees little benefit from the EDA and continues to 
criticize the Mass Highway Department for its failure to document 
state funded highway programs in the TIP. Flexibility in funding 
transportation projects has long been sought by reformers. The 
Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act (ISTEA) long urged 
by Senator Moynihan (NY) brought out the perils of flexibility when 
in the fall moneys were shifted to transit from over 20 highway 
programs following legal challenge by Clean Air Act proponents. The 
Sharon subregion (TRIC) was not affected by these changes. MAPC has 
also been working on preparation of local Comprehensive Housing 
Affordability Strategies under the National Affordable Housing Act. 
Lastly, MAPC reviewed preliminary proposals of the state DEP 
(Environmental Protection) regarding Title V on subsurface sewage 
disposal which adversely impact MetroPlan 2000. The assessment for 
services of the MAPC for FY 94 is $3548. 
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REPORT OF THE DESIGNEE TO THE MBTA ADVISORY BOARD 
GEORGE BAILEY 


The governance of the MBTA (Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority) is unlike that of any other state or regional agency. Day 
to day operating decisions are made by a General Manager appointed 
by a Board of Directors who are appointed by, and serve 
coterminously with the Governor. Final approval of the Authority’s 
operating budget, including the carrying charges on the debt for 
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Capital projects, is the responsibility of the Advisory Board. This 
board, made up of representatives of the mayors and Selectmen of the 
78 cities and towns in the district, functions as unpaid auditors, 
advisors, and comptrollers, for an agency with an $800 million 
dollar annual budget. A small paid staff, appointed and supervised 
by the officers of the Board, provides the day-to-day surveillance 
of the Authority. 


FY94 Budget. This year, the Advisory Board voted approval of a 
modified budget of approximately $807 million, including a net cost 
of service of $400 million. The original budget submitted by the 
Directors in October was seriously flawed. The Director’s decision 
to level fund was made without identifying areas that could yield 
economies. The staff proceeded to cut 20 bus routes. The necessary 
public hearings could not be held before Advisory Board action was 
required under the statutes. By refusing to act, the Advisory Board 
finally resulted in a revised budget. 


Sunday Service. After a hiatus of nearly a decade, this summer 
Sunday commuter rail service was restored to the Attleboro, 
Stoughton, and Needham lines, and weekend service inaugurated on the 
Framingham line. Equipment shortages and maintenance problems were 
cited. The reinstatement trigger was "Sail Boston" success in early 
August. Positive public response despite relatively low key 
publicity gave T management the signal needed to continue service 
throughout the summer and the fall. Later, the Directors voted to 
continue service through January 93 based on the Commuter Rail 
staff’s plan to achieve ridership levels of 10% of weekday service 
on Sundays and a level of 14% on Saturday. The communities on the 
South Side (served from South Station) have been short changed in 
comparison with the North Station lines which have continuously 
received full weekend service. Many have pointed out that travel 
habits built up over a decade will take more than a few months to 
change. Sharon and the commuter rail communities have urged that the 
trials be given reasonable time to succeed. 


Management Issues Several staff reorganizations have occurred 
under the Weld administration. Surprisingly, more political 
interference has been observed, and Advisory Board has been ill at 
ease with the results. General Manager Haley, a qualified 
professional, nevertheless continues to face a Chairman and Board of 
Directors that have little transit or business experience. The Weld 
proposal to create a new "authority" consisting of MassPort, Mass 
Turnpike, MBTA, and the Mass Highway Department "MITA" has attracted 
little support. 


Northeast Corridor Electrification Project will have a 
significant impact on Sharon. Higher speed electric-driven trains 
will reduce sound impact since both AMTRAK and MBTA trains are 
likely to be electrified. However, two of the three bridges between 
Boston and the Rhode Island line that must be raised are in Sharon. 
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The Maskwonicut and Depot Street bridges will be modified. Planners 
promise to work closely with the town. Project completion is 1998. 


Participation. Sharon’s designee has attended all but one 
meeting of the Board or it’s Executive Committee and, in addition, 
served on the following committees: Finance; Commuter Rail (Chair), 
MITA, Personnel (Chair), and Fare Policy. To assist in governance, I 
have proposed changes in accounting for costs of service provided 
outside district communities (principally Commuter Rail.) Another 
proposal that I have long championed is the separate (outside) 
funding of social benefit subsidies such as Senior Citizen 
discounts, student fares, and services for the physically disabled. 
This approach was included in the Directors Fare Policy. 
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1992 REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT

The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies 
into a system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective, 
and economically feasible. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch to sustain larval growth. 


Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated on the 
drainage of shallow, standing, stagnant water, and the maintenance 
of existing flow systems which contribute to mosquito breeding 
sources. 


Drainage ditches cleaned 4,036 feet Drainage 
construction by wide-track backhoe 300 feet 


Larviciding: Treatment of mosquito larvae during aquatic development 
is the next most effective control effort.

Adulticiding: The suppression of flying adult mosquitoes becomes 
necessary when they are numerous, annoying, or threatening to 
residents.

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Surveys, inspections, and monitoring in support of our program 
include locating and mapping breeding areas, larval and adult 
collections, and field work evaluations leading to better drainage. 


The Project received 113 calls from residents for information and 
assistance.

The Planning Board met twenty-seven times in public 
session, held twelve Public Hearings, and convened three times in 
Executive Session. It reviewed six Definitive Subdivision Plans, 
five of which were approved and one is still pending. In 
addition, it received eighteen plans for which subdivision 
approval was not required. Subdivisions that were presented and 
for which action was taken were:

Administrative actions were taken on approximately nine 
subdivisions approved in previous years. These actions included 
setting bonds, reduction of sureties following completion of 
specified construction, reviewing subdivision construction 
progress and meeting with abutters. 


Additional business included meetings with the Housing 
Partnership, Scenic Road Hearings on Improvements to Mountain 
Street, and Public Hearings relating to changes in the Route One 
Industrial zone, which were subsequently approved at Town 
Meeting. 
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During the spring, Thomas Houston, a_ ten-year veteran of the 
Board, completed his term, and Marleen Newman was elected to fill 
the vacancy at the Annual Town Election. New Officers were 
elected during the first Planning Board meeting following these 
elections. In addition, Kenneth Driscoll resigned from the 
Planning Board and William Aitkenhead was appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen to replace him. 


The Board sincerely wishes to express its appreciation and 
complements to other Town Boards, Town Employees and the many 
citizens who have assisted us during the past year. In 
particular, special mention has to be made regarding the 
invaluable contributions made by the Board’s Administrative 
Assistant, Ms. Birute Ziaugra, and the Town Engineer, Mr. Robert 
Vey.

The Recycling Committee was established formally in 1992 by the 
Selectmen. The Committee set three goals: (1) Promotion of and 
education of the public regarding the existing recycling and 
composting programs in Sharon; (2) Making recycling as easy, 
convenient, and economical as possible for Sharon residents; and (3) 
ensuring that Sharon complies with applicable state laws and 
regulations for recycling and waste disposal. Throughout the year, 
Committee volunteers worked hard in cooperation with other Town 
entities to develop and implement programs for achieving these 
goals. 


Most prominently, the Committee worked with the Department of 
Public Works to procure a private contractor to provide curbside 
recycling services to the Town. The Committee assisted the DPW 
in developing an approach to curbside recycling, drafting a 
Request for Proposals, and evaluating the four proposals that 
were received. On November 12, at the recommendation of the 
Committee and the DPW, the Selectmen awarded the contract to 
Liberty Disposal of Johnston, Rhode Island, who proposed to 
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recycle glass, tin cans, aluminum, newspaper, and #1 and #2 
plastics. Service is scheduled to begin in February 1993. 


The Committee is engaged in several programs to promote and 
educate the public regarding recycling and composting activities 
in Sharon. To promote awareness of curbside recycling, the 
Committee designed a banner for South Main Street; designed 
mailers for distribution to all Sharon residents; developed a 
recycling logo; placed detailed information sheets on recycling 
in the Sharon Community Center and Public Library; provided 
speakers to community groups; and ensured coverage of major 
milestones in the procurement process by the Sharon Advocate and 
the Patriot Ledger. In addition, the Committee designed banners 
and mailers to publicize the household hazardous waste 
collection day, held in September, and to promote use of the 
yard waste compost site on Farnham Road at various times 
throughout the year. We also produced a 30-minute program for 
Sharon Cable TV to encourage home composting, and established a 
regular weekly feature in the Sharon Advocate called the 
Recycling Box. 


The Committee also began to plan activities that would expand 
recycling beyond the programs mentioned above. In September, 
the Committee brought together representatives of existing paper 
recycling programs in the three Town elementary schools to 
discuss methods for maintaining and expanding these programs. 
New programs being evaluated include recycling of cardboard, 
drink boxes, and milk cartons at the schools; modification of 
waste disposal arrangements at municipal buildings to 
incorporate recycling; and collection and recycling of waste 
motor oil. 
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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
JAMES E. MATHEWS, SEALER 


During the year 1992, every business establishment within the town 
using weighing or measuring devices for buying or selling of goods 
or commodities, or prepackaged goods put up for sale, was visited. 
The devices being used were inspected for accuracy, adjusted when 
necessary to bring them within the allowable tolerances, and sealed. 


Every request to inspect, seal, or adjust new or used weighing and 


measuring devices was responded to, and a report on the services 
rendered was filed. 
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There were 131 weighing or measuring devices sealed during the year 
1992, and inspections totalling 122 were completed. All sealing 
fees collected were turned in to the Town Treasurer. 
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SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


Ulysses G. Shelton, Jr. 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s antipoverty 
agency dedicated to improving the quality of life of limited-income 
individuals and families, and making all segments of the community 
responsive to the needs of the limited-income, disadvantaged and 
minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1992, Self Help 
received a total funding of approximately $9.4M and provided direct 
services to 42,641 limited-income households in the area. 


606 SHARON households received direct services totaling $152,168 
during the program year 1992. 


The total funding of $9,387,675 does not tell the real value of 
human services delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s 
funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $2,549,611 of other 
community resources, such as contributions from the towns and 
volunteers. The gross value of Self Help during the past program 
year was $11,937,286. 


Self Help currently employs 200 individuals, many of whom are of 
limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the year 10/1/91 through 9/30/92 was a successful one 
for us and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank 
the many volunteers, Boards of Selectmen and their representative to 
our Board of Directors, Elizabeth Thomas for helping to make our 
year a success. 
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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
James J. Leonard, Sharon Representative 
This past June the Southeastern Regional School District completed 
its 25th year of operation. The school district is comprised of the 
eight towns of East Bridgewater, Easton, Foxboro, Mansfield, Norton, 
Sharon, Stoughton, West Bridgewater and the City of Brockton. 
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On October 1, 1991 there were 1,262 students enrolled in the school 
district. 


Sharon’s share of the $8,147,108.00 school district budget is 
$53,450.00. This is 2.09% of the total budget, and represents 26 
students. 


We recently received the results from the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges, Inc. who evaluated all of our secondary and 
post-secondary programs this past November. We received the 
equivalent of a ten year accreditation. In addition, our Medical 
Laboratory Technician Program, Dental Assistant Program, and Medical 
Assistant Program were also evaluated and accredited by their 
representative professional organizations. 


Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset 
equipment costs. Vocational Education Carl Perkins grant funds were 
used in the automotive area to purchase an engine analyzer and a 
disc brake lathe. Gas broilers and a freezer were purchased for the 
Commercial Foods Program. A two color press was purchased for the 
Graphic Arts Department. 


We are very fortunate to have the support of volunteer Advisory 
Board members who assist us in making recommendations for the 
purchasing of supplies and equipment. 


The school has also received many donations of supplies and 
equipment from local businesses. 


Post-secondary funds were used to purchase supplies and equipment 
for the Dental Assistant Program and microscopes for the Medical 
Laboratory Technician Program. 


The Department of Education awarded the school district a sex equity 
grant to work with four towns within the school district to make 
students and staff more aware of opportunities available for male 
and female students. A vocational counselor visited middle school 
students and students participated in an after-school program in 
Graphic Arts, Commercial Foods, Electricity and Carpentry. It was 
very successful and we hope to expand the program to additional 
communities in the near future. 


The Equal Educational Opportunity Grant funds were used to purchase 
academic and vocational supplies. This past year we participated in 
a Carl Perkins Tech Prep $165,000.00 grant with five colleges and 
eight high schools enabling students to receive college credits upon 
graduation from high school. Southeastern has signed agreements 
with Massasoit Community College, Quincy College and Wentworth 
Technical Institute for students in Electronics, Health Services 
Assistant, and Carpentry. The grant is expected to continue for the 
next two years and we anticipate extending Tech Prep college credits 
to five other vocational programs. 
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Special Education funds (P.L. 94-142) were used to support our 
Chapter 766 Program and our second annual summer program for 
handicapped students. 


In June of 1992, 259 students granduated from Southeastern Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. Guidance Department records 
indicate that 89% of the members of the Class of 1992 were placed in 
full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. 


The demand for technical school graduates continues to be very 
strong in Massachusetts. Students indicate that over 15,000 
technical high school graduates are needed each year. 
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VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Paul R. Bergeron, Director 


Veterans’ Agent Financial aid and assistance was provided to Sharon 
resident veterans who had a need and meet the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts guidelines. Total disbursements this year were higher 
than past years. The increase was directly related to the high rate 
of unemployment in the state. On those occasions that individuals 
did not qualify based on the state guidelines, they were referred to 
other agencies. 


Veterans’ Services Information referral, advice and assistance in 
preparing applications was given to Sharon Veterans and/or their 
family members. The service was directed toward the goal of 
obtaining veteran benefits offered by state and federal agencies. 
The applications consisted of one or a combination of benefits 
related to medical care, hospitalization, insurance, burial 
allowance, grave marker, educational opportunities, home loan, 
pension, correction of military records and other veteran benefits. 


The Veterans Advisory column was continued for publication in the 
Sharon Advocate. The purpose of the column was to inform veterans 
and the community of veteran issues and related items. 


Sharon Veterans Advisory Council Each of the Sharon Veteran 
Organizations participated in varied community activities. 


The Sharon Combined Veterans Council conducted Memorial Day 
Activities and held a Veterans Day Breakfast for the community. 
Each of the veteran organizations supported and participated in 
Family Week. 


A Flag Day Ceremonv was performed on the evening of June 14, 1992 at 
the Town Hall. The Pledge of Allegiance to the United States Flag 
was lead by Sharon Cub Scouts and Brownies. 
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VETERANS GRAVES 
Paul R. Bergeron, Veterans’ Graves Officer 


Veteran Grave sites were visited during the year. For Memorial Day 
a flower plant was placed at each veteran grave. Throughout the 
year a small United State Flag was flown over each veteran grave 
located at Rock Ridge and Town of Sharon Cemeteries. 


Maintenance of the various Town of Sharon Cemetery grounds was the 
responsibility of the Sharon Department of Public Works. The Rock 
Ridge Cemetery was prepared and maintained in an excellent manner by 
the grounds staff of the Rock Ridge Cemetery Association. 


The placement of flowers and replacement of a United States Flag 
were accomplished by volunteers from the Sharon American Legion. 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, American Legion Auxiliary, Ladies 
Auxiliary of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and the Sons of the 
American Legion, and Cub Scout Pack 1776. Various individuals who 
were not veterans also participated. 


The Sharon Jewish War Veterans coordinated with the Sharon memorial 
staff for placement of United States Flags at the veteran grave 
sites for Memorial Day. 
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LAKE MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE

During this year, several controversial issues concerning the 
management of the Lake seem to be resolved, at least for the near 
future. 


These issues included: 


Le The Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
completed laboratory tests on fish from the Lake for mercury, 
PCB’s and pesticides. The results indicated that the 


chemical levels in the fish were comparable to those from other 
lakes in the state and were safe for human consumption. 


2. The Selectmen approved an initial schedule of lake levels and 
flows implementing the lake level policy adopted on September 5, 
1991. The new schedule of levels and flows attempts to provide a 
balance between lake levels for swimming and boating, maintenance

of downstream flows, improvement of water quality, flood control 
storage in the Spring and protection from ice shore erosion. The 
levels were implemented during the year and will be evaluated in 
order to assess any needs for adjustment. 


Ss The Board of Health adopted a new bacterial testing policy 
and procedure for the swimming areas. The new policy moves away 
from swimming safety determinations based upon short term 
"snapshots" of bacterial levels and toward longer term trends. 
This policy revision is more consistent with Federal and State 
criteria which provide for samples over a thirty-day period. as a 
result of implementation of the new policy, beach closures were 
avoided during the swimming season. 


The Committee again actively supported legislation which would 


ban the sale of phosphate detergents in Massachusetts. This 
bill, known as S. 961, was introduced in the Legislature by 
Senator Keating and Representative Kafka. The Bill did not pass 


this session of the legislature but advanced further than in 
prior years. additional efforts will be extended in the coming year 
to gain passage. 


Implementation of elements of the Clean Lakes Program were 
underway during the year. The hypolimnetic aeration system was 
designed and all permits were secured. The erosion control 
system design was completed and all permits obtained. Monitoring 
systems were under design. During the coming year, construction of 
these elements should occur and will enhance the water quality 
management of the Lake.

In the year 1992, this commission continued with its 
two-pronged assignment to advice and assist town government in its 
effort to make town buildings and facilities fully accessible to the 
disabled and to offer to such disabled persons who request it any 
assistance we can give for the purpose of solving individual 
problems which confront them. 


Among our successes in 1992 are the approval of a warrant at 
the Town Meeting authorizing the installation at Town Hall of a 
wheel chair lift which with other minor changes will make all three 
levels of Town Hall accessible, the installation of snorkel mail 
boxes at Town Hall enabling people to do their mailing without

leaving their cars, the establishment of a temporary H.P. car 
placard system to enable short-term disabled and ill people to use 
H.P. spaces in Sharon for the duration of their disabilities, the 
establishment of sidewalk curb cuts at various intersections and a 
current survey of all intersections to establish where curb cuts 
will be needed. 


In addition we assisted the voter registration process by 
registering a number of disabled persons, conducted a Health 
Awareness program as part of Family Week, maintained liaison with 
the New Friends of the Playground Committee to help insure access 
and appropriate appliances for disabled children. 


Finally, we hosted a regional meeting sponsored by the Mass. 
Office on Disability and attended by representatives from several 
area towns. A comparison of information showed us that Sharon is in 
the forefront of the regional access effort and that our group 
enjoys unusually good support from both the town government and the 
people of our town. 


For 1993 we anticipate working with the various town 
departments to make their buildings and facilities accessible to the 
disabled, to continue to help disabled individuals where and when we 
can and to encourage the private sector to bring their places of 
public accomodation into compliance with the law under which this 
commission functions.
